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Changeable and cool: often windy. 


A ridge from the Azores anticyclone 
extended across most of the United Kingdom 
at the beginning of the month, weak fronts 
affecting northern districts. Pressure had 
fallen by the 9th, allowing fronts and 
troughs to move south-eastwards across all 
parts of Britain. On the 13th/14th a deep 
depression moved up the English Channel, 
but between the 15th and 22nd ridges of 
high pressure affected southern districts 
from time to time, although fronts from 

the north-west occasionally cleared all 
districts. On the 22nd an anticyclone 
centred to the south drifted eastwards, 
successive frontal systems sweeping across 
all areas during the remainder of the month. 


Weather 


The month began dry and warm in most 
districts, but western Scotland and Northern 
Ireland were mainly cloudy with outbreaks 
of rain and this changeable weather 
gradually spread to all areas. There were 
thunderstorms in the second week and heavy 
rain and gales swept across the south on 
the 13th/14th. Southern and eastern 
districts had some sunny days during the 
third week, but the north and west were 
often wet and very windy. This unsettled 
weather spread to all parts in the last 

week of the month, when isolated thunder- 
storms were reported and wet periods 
alternated with brighter, showery days. 
Heavy rain and gales reached most areas 
on the 27th and snow fell on the higher 
slopes of the Scottish mountains; the 

Press reported heavy falls in the Cairn- 
gorms. Hail showers occurred from time to 
time during the month. 


Wind 


Except during the first week, winds were 
often fresh or strong, especially in the 
north and west, ard were generally south- 
westerly, although there were northerlies 
at times. Gales were reported intermittently 
on exposed coasts from the 9th onward, but 
were sometimes more widespread. On the 
13th/14th rain and gales swept across 
southern counties causing loss of life 
when a converted lifeboat on a fishing trip 
foundered in the Severn estuary. From 

the 20th, gales became more frequent in 
the west and north and were occasionally 
severe in exposed places. Many stations 

in Scotland recorded gusts exceeding 50 kt 
between the 20th and 24th. A vigorous 
depression brought heavy rain and gales 
to most areas on the 27th, when almost 

all stations in England and Wales recorded 
their highest gusts for the month. Gales 
were severe in places and gusts reached at 
least 70 kt on exposed coasts in the south- 
west. 


Temperature 


Monthly mean temperatures were below 
average almost everywhere, except at a few 
places along the East Anglian coast and 
around the Thames estuary. Mean values were 
generally between 0.5 and 1.0 degC below 
normal, but were less than this in most 

central and southern parts of England, and 
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slightly more in parts of Scotland and 

over high ground in Wales and northern 
England. Warm weather during the first few 
days of the month lasted into the second 
week in central, southern and eastern 
districts of England, where temperatures 
exceeded 24°C at several places on the 

8th, but cooler weather spread to most areas 
within the next few days. Temperatures on 
the 14th were exceptionally low in southern 
England, including London, where 10°C was 
the lowest value for a September day since 
records began at the Weather Centre in 1940. 
Eastern Scotland, ho.-ver, had a brief 

warm spell early in the third week and 
southern and eastern England had some mild 
days during the second half of the month. 
Ground frost was mainly reported in northern 
and inland areas and air frost seldom 
occurred in central or southern districts. 


Rainfall 


Rainfall was below average in a few 

places in north-east Scotland, in western 
counties of Northern Ireland, parts cf west 
Wales, andin a belt extending from 
Shropshire and Cheshire to the east coast 
from the Wash to the Tees. A few places 
bordering the Humber had only about half 
their usual rainfall. Monthly totals were 
above normal elsewhere, exceeding 150 per 
cent of average in central and southern 
Scotland (the area round Haddington 
(Lothian Region) was particularly wet), 
counties Down and Armagh in Northern 
Ireland, the coastal strip of north 

Cornwall and generally south-east of a 

line from Dorset to the Wash, where totals 
steadily increased south-eastwards to 

reach over 300 per cent of average on the 
coast of east Kent. Except in western 
Scotland and Northern Ireland the month 
started dry, but became increasingly 
unsettled. Showers and thunderstorms 
between the 10th and 12th brought the first 
significant rain for several weeks to parts 

of southern England and heavy rain on the 
13th/14th accounted for much of the excess 
rainfall there. Southampton had its wettest 
day of the century on the 13th, recording 
54.4 mm of rain in the 24 hours ending 

at 0900 GMT on the 14th. On the 24th 101 mm

fell at Honister House, Borrowdale 
(Cumbria) in the 12 hours from 1200 GMT, 
a fall classified as ‘remarkable’. 


Sunshine 


Monthly sunshine totals were near average 
over most of Scotland, but reached about 
120 per cent of normal in the Isle of Lewis 
and the extreme south-west, although some 
other western districts had only about 

70 per cent of their usual sunshine. In 
Northern Ireland, Wales and England totals 
were generally between 100 and 120 per cent 
of average, but they were a little below 
normal along the south coast of England. 
The sunniest places were in the north 
Midlands and Merseyside, where about 

140 per cent of the monthly average was 
reached locally. Although there were no 
prolonged sunny spells and some dull days, 
most places had long sunny periods during 
the month. 


Fog 


Patches of overnight fog formed from time 

to time, chiefly in southern, eastern and 
central England, but usually cleared quickly; 
on the 2nd, however, it was a little slower 

to disperse in the Midlands and East Anglia, 
where many places had been affected during 
the night. Fog patches were very occasionally: 
reported along south-western coasts of 
England. In Scotland coastal fog, which was 
often associated with precipitation, occurred 
at the beginning and end of the month, and 
also around mid month, when it persisted in 
the north and in Shetland. 


Miscellaneous Phenomena 


Between 1245 and 1320 GMT on the 10th, 8 
funnel clouds, 5 of which existed simultane- 
ously, developed over the sea to the west 

of Alderney (Channel Islands). Waterspouts 
were observed over the Irish Sea on the 1 1th, 
when whirlwinds were reported in Blackpool 
and Swansea. On the 14th, a whirlwind struck 
a nursery garden at Barnham (West Sussex) 
causing extensive damage to glass-houses 
and crops: a roaring noise was heard and the 
air was filled with showers of glass 

splinters. The aurora was observed in 
Scotland on 8 nights.
